‘Demand for Beef | 


Proepects Are Bright For the Cattle 
Ralsing Industry in Western 
Canada 

Much juteresting information was 
contained in the repert of the secre} 

tary of the Saskatchewan 

Breeders’ association, ut the annua 
meeting held at Regina recently. The 
|repo in pait was as follows: 

{ If anything, the situation with re- 
gard to the cattle breeding industry 
|hag become more serious, and the 
{shortage of beef cattle more marked, 
‘This is not only true of the Dominion 
of Canada, but also of the United 
States, Great Britain and France. In 
fact, the ghortage is world wide. The 
‘figures in proof of this are «8 follows: 
One year's decrease in cattle in: 
}Canada, 9.3 per cent.; United Statcs, 
‘3.3 per cent.: 2.1 per cent.; 
Trance, { per cent. 

Th the shovtage is ucutely felt at 
the leading markets is shown by the 
jioilowing ngures taken for the month 
jof September, 1913 and 1914, at the 
| six ‘eading cattle markets in the 
United States, namely: Chicago, 
; Kansas City, Ohama, St Louis, st. 
|Jeseph and Sioux City. The total 
inumber received during September, 
}1918, was 954,181, :nd durivg Septem- 
ber, 1914, was 814,985, or a decrease of 
139,196. 

It might not be fair to take that us 
an average decreas but cutting these 
figures exactly in half we have a total 
decrease in cattle shipments for the 
year, t the above named markets, 
35,176 head, or roughly speaking, 
300,000 pounds of beef. This decrease 
for the entire United States for 1913 
has been estimated at nine beef cat- 
tle per 100 people. Owing to the aboli- 
tion of the United States tariff, a 
large number of Canadian cuttl: went 
jsouth. The 3t. Paul market alone re- 
ecived 38,623 head,

jin early days, he sent his money out 
of town. His neighbors also followed 

| his example in patronizing the mail | 
order houses, with varying success j1 | 
securing value for t.eir money. This 

State of affairs had the inevitable re- 

sult of forcing many of the merchants 

of his home town out of business. | 

Later the farmers of the surrounding 

district became aware of the fact that 

value of farm property had materially | 

decreased, No one wanted to buy a! 

| farm that was not in the vicinity of a 

! good live town, where there were 
good :chools and churches and other | 

| advantages to be had. Most of the} 

‘business places had been closed | 

through lack of support, and the town! 

had finally dwindled in population un. | 
til it had almost ceased to exist. 

This palpable lack of foresight was 
now realized by the farmers, who fin- | 
{ally came to the conclusion that it | 
was to their own iaterest to support 
the local merchant, for by so doing | 
they not only kept the money in cir- 
culation in their own district, but 
also assisted in building up a live 
business centre adjacent to their’ 
farms, wita all the ‘advantages it 
gave them, 

This article brought forth com- 
ments from some farmers, not all of 
which were favorable. It was pointed 
out that in many cases the country 
merchant charged exorbitant prices 
for his commodities, frequently was 
able by so doing to ridé round in his 
automobile, and quite often retirea 
with a competence, after a few years | 
spent in successfully fleecing the} 
guileless farmer. Another point was | 
jthat the local merctant did not or 

would not keep a proper range of 

; Stock, and it was often necessary to 

‘send to the i1ail order houses in or- 

| der to receive the articles 1-quired, 

This is a wide subject, the different 

j phases of which must be viewed im- 

, partially to arrive at a proper conclu- 

; sion. No doubt there are many short 

|sighted merchants, who for a time at 

‘least and especiall; in the newer set- 

tlements, make a practice ci. chargin,; 

, extortionate prices for their wares. 

These are the\yen who will tell you 

that the high"Peigie rates o& mos- 

quito netting are responsible for the 
prices they ask for this article, which 
is equal to the price of silk in more 
favored centres closer to the base ot 
supply. There are other merchants 
who neglect to study the require- 

ments of the trade, and do not keep a 

properly assort.{ stock on their 

shelves. As a :encral rule, however, 
competition comes sooner or later, 
and the enterprisihg man with the 

{goods and reasonable prices, is tho 

man who usually gurvives, It is true 

that the local merchant, the same as 

the farmer is in business to make a 

living, and if fortune favors him, per- 

haps a competence. He sometimes is 
able to indulge in the luaury of an 
automobile, and less often succeeds in 
amassing a modest fortune on which 
to retire. Likewise it sometinies hap. 
pens that the successful farmer owns 
his own car, and before he becomes

There are some farm implements 
for the cultivation of the soil which 
almost indispensable on the 
farms of this western ccuntry. They 
afte the plow, the disc harrow, ‘and 
the drag harrow. With these tools 
alone, practically all the flrmers can 
prepare a good seed bed, and control 
the weeds, Their work may at times 
be. gupplemented to advantage by 
other tools; brt theese three cannot ve 
| replaced. 

In our western agriculture, next 
to the plow, the disc harrow is the 
most valuable tool employed on the 
farm. It is generally the first tool 
used after tlre plow, when it performs 
a two-fold work. 
the turned-over soll; 
in a 


firm seed bed. 

The disc is nearly always lapped 
one-half, so as to ledve the ground 
level. If the soil is quite loose, the 


discs are set at a slight angle, while | 
if the ground is firm the discs are set | 


at a wider angle so as to cut deeper. 
We find that this double discing 
after the plow, leaves the soil in fine 


condition for the best action of the) 
pulverizing 


drag harrow in further 
the surface soil. 

In plowing sod in the dry bench 
lands in the western country, a 
heavy corrugated roller or packer 
puts the god down firmly on the sub- 
soil, but if such tools are not avail. 
able the disc makes a very good sub- 
stitute, If set so as not to cut too 
deep, the dise is the . best tool we 
have fond to make a good seed hed 
on this soll, 

In the trrigated districts, we do all 
the plowing we can in the fall, This 
leaves the soil in good condition to 
take up the winter's moisture, and 
also permits us to get such land cul 
tivated and seeded early in the spring 
which is very important if the lar 
est crop yield is to be had. On suc 
fall plowed land, the dise harrow 
generally the first: tool used. Set at 
an angle to cut a good depth, double 
by lapping the disc half, and the first 
step in the preparation of the seel 
bed is well done. 

In our dry farm country, the prac- 
tice is growing of discing the stubble 
laud in the fall goon after the grain is 
cut. If there is any moisture in the 
ground this helps to hold it. It may 
also start weed seeds growing, which 
are later killed by turning under with 
the plow. The same practice is some- 


‘g- 


times followed in the spring to kill} 


the early growing weeds, and to hold 
the moisture until the land is plow- 
ed, - 

In most of the dry farm districts 
the land is cropped only every sec- 
ond year, the resting year being used 
to prepare the land and store mois- 
ture for the next season's crop, Some- 
times in the rainy season of May and 
June, weeds get a strong start on 
the fallow land. The dis¢ is our best 
tool for cutting out these large weeds. 
There is, however, a caution to be 
given at this point. On fallowed or 
summer tilled land the “disc should 
not be used, if the weeds can be con- 
quered without it, as it cuts quite 
deep on our friable soil and makes a 
very deep soil mulch, thus washing 
more of the soil moisture than is nec- 
essary. If the weeds get too strong, 
as sometimes happens, the disc must 
be used as the weéds will take more 
moistures out” of the ground than 
} would the deep tillage. If possible, 
‘however, the weeds should be con- 
| trolled by shallow tillage. 
| In old alfalfa fields, if the stand is 
not as thick as desired, nothing bet- 
ter can be done to renovate such 
fields than to thoroughly dise them in 
the spring of the year, On irrigated 
‘ground, a thorough discing of the «l-| 
| falfa flelds every two or three years 
‘is good practice, and will generally 
/improve the quantity and quality of 
\the hay. Weeds will be destroyed, 
land I have yet to meet the person who

‘has any complaints to make as a re- 
!sult of discing his alfalfa. Remem 
ber, however, this discing must be 
done in the spring, Just asthe plant 
is beginning to grow, not in the fall. 

On dry farms, 1 would advise tho 
discing of the alfalfa in the spring, 
and ufter the first crop is cut each 
lyear. Such discing ‘pulverizes the 


}surface soil, which thus acts as a 
and 


mulch to preserve the moisture. 

Out in this western country, 
particularly on the dry bench farms, 
we find hired help very expensive, so 
our practice is to tise a four or six- 
horsepower disc. This is « factor in 
economic production, and we find the! 
wide discs do just as wood work as} 
|the narrower ones. As on much of 
the soils some packing as well as 
}a cutting effect is desired, we find | 
that the best work is done with the 
| 14 inch or 16 inch dise wheels. 


Russia Getting Tea Habit 


ls Taking Place of Vodka, licnce New

Elimination. of vodka from Russia 
has evidently started that imme 
nation tea-drinking, According - 
the New York Journal of Commerce, | 
heavy buying by Russia of tndia and 
Ceylon teas has caused” abnormal 
p:ices for these teas, the quotations 
being from 8 to 10 cents a pound 
higher than a year ago. From reports 
in the trade the Russians are buying 
all the India-Cey!ons available, and 
there isu likelihood of prices going 
still higher, 

No‘ only 1s the Russian army usirg 
tea in enormous quantities’ now, but 
the kaiser long ago ordered it for his 
troops. Unusually large buying by 
these nations and their entrance into 
new markets as competitors have 
placed the tea market in a tight posi- 
tion, It has been previously pointed 
out that Britain is turning more to 
tea drinking. United States drinks 
90,000,000 pounds a year. To these 
factors the Canadian tea trade is sen- 
sitive, and advances in market values 
are not unlikely,

Hence’ it is clear 
that the sensible way to judge a 
cows performance is not by any one 
test or weight, but rather on her 
total yield for the season. A cold, 
matterof-fact “average” does not 
give necessary information. Cows 
have individuality, which is worth 
studying so that they may repay their 
owners for intelligent handliny.

iWhat is an Internal Bath? 


W. Beal 


Much has been said aiid volumes 
have been written describing at 
length the many kinds of baths civil- 
ized Man has indulged in from time 
to time. Every possible resource of 
the human mind has been brought in- 
to play to fashion new methods of 
bathing, but, strange as it may seem, 


the most important, as well as most} 


beneficial of all baths, the “Internal 
Bath,” has been given little thought, 
Khe reason for tnis is probably due 
e fact that few people seem to 
realize the tremendous part that in- 
ternal bathing plays in the acquiring 
and maintaining of health. 

If you were to ask a dozen people 
to define an internal bath, you would 
have as many different definitions and 
the probability is that not onc of them 
would be correct. . To avoid any mis- 
conception as to wrat constitutes in 
internal bath, let it be said that a hot 
water enema is no more an internal 
bath than a bill of fare is a dinner. 

If it were possible and agreeable to 
take the great mass of thinking peo- 
ple to witness an average postmortem 
the sights they would see and the 
things they would ‘earn would prove 
of such lasting benefit and impress 
them so profoundly that further argu- 
ment in favor of internal bathing 
would be unnecessary 
them.

Legumes in Dairying 


Dairy Cattle 

Some interesting facts regardin 
the use of legumes on the dairy farm 
have been gleaned in connection with 
some of the cow testing associations 
in the United State . 

Alfalfa probably stands pre-eminent 
as a food fer daity cattle. In fact 
alfalfa together with good corn sil- 
age, supplemented with a ration ot 
grain and moal makes an excellent 
ration and produces results. 

Most farmers have by this time 
been thoroughly convinced of the 
value of silage, and in some manner 
or other try to feed their core in this 
form. Various schemes for increas- 
ing tho valu; of the protei: content 
of corn silage by the addition of var 
fous other fodders, such as cowpeas, 
soja beans, etc., have been advocated. 
The results along these lines have 
been disastrous in many cases. The 
| beans are either .oo green or too dry 
to make good silage at the-time the 
silo is filled, or else there is trouble 
jin the cutting and filling operations. 
with the result that when the middle 
of winter comes a large amount of 
silage is wasted by rotting. ihe beans 
or peas being of different texture 
than tho corn, do not pack tight, with 
the result that air pockets are formed 
around them in process of filling anda 
the beans or peas spoil and in their 
decomposition spoil tie silage next 
to them. 

It is safer to put the pure corn into 
the silo, and to cure the cow peas, 
beans, ete., into hay.

A press bulletin issued from Ottawa by -the Census 
and Statistics office, gives the results of the usual annual 
inquiry as to stocks of grain and other crops remaining in 
the hands of farmers on March 31st, and the proportion 
of the crops harvested in the previous year which turned 
out to be of merchantable quality. The returns received 
.|from crop-reporting correspondents show that of the total 
estimated yield of wheat in 1914, 124 per cent, or 20,247,- 
000 bushels remained in farmers’ hands at the end of 
March.* At the rate of 1} bushels per acre this quantity 
should allow of the sowing this spriag of about 11,570,000 
acres, or 1,522,000 acres more than were sown in the 
spring of 1914, independently of quantities of wheat stored 
in elevators which may be returned to the farmers for 
seeding purposes. The quantity of wheat remaining this 
year in the hands of farmers, is however, smaller than in 
any previous year on record, the light crop and the high 
price being together responsible for this result. In 1914 
the quantity of wheat estimated to be in farmers’ hands “at 
at March 81st was 38,358,000 bushels, or 164 per cent of 
the large harvest of 1913; in 1913 at March 31st the pro- 
portion was 22 per cent or 50,234,000 bushels and at March 
81st 1912 it was 27 per cent or 62,188,000 bushels. 

Of the remuining grain crops the proportions of the 
previous year’s production estimated to be in sarmers’ 
hands on March 31st arealso smaller than in any former 
year on record. Oats show.a balance of 27 per cent, bar- 
ley 204 per cent, rye 17 per cent, corn for husking 21 per 
cent and flax seed 10 percent. Of potatoes 37 per cent 
| were in the farmers hands on March 31st, of turnips ‘and 
‘fother roots 15 per cent remained over, and of hay and

Summer School For Teachers 


The policy of the Department of Education regard- 
ing the development of instruction in the practical arts 
and in science and agriculture involves financial aid to 
to the local school boards to assist them iu providing the 
necessary equipment and facilities, financial recognition 
for the teachers who secure the necessary qualifications 
and carry on the work in.their schools in a satisfactory 
manner, and provision of opportunities whereby the 
teachers of the province may have an equal chance to 
extend their training to an extent sufficient to enable 
them to do the additional work successfully while at the 
same time conserving the best standards for the work of 
the school as a whole. During the past two summers the 
school at the University of Alberta, has provided this 
opportunity. In 1913, eighty teachers took advantage of 
the courses offered. In 1914, one hundred and fifty-five 
teachers attended. The announcement giving full parti- 
culars regarding the summer school for-1915 is being sent 
to all the teachers in the province,

Alberta Estray Law 


The Alberta Estray Law prescrioes 
that the party who takes up an estray 
4nimal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
niust be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, law bein 

strictin this matter. The bran 

ers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10c per 
mile, not to exceed 30 miles. The cost 
of the advertising and the reading ot 
the brands is a charge against the 
estray animal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed. The party 
holding the animal is responsible for 
all charges until it is sold or redeemed 
by the owner. No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of November, 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 15c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollar South of the 
20th township only five cents a day is 
allowed for feed and the total cost is 
imited to three dollars,

A committee of Canadian agricul- 
turists were induced to make a trip 
to North Dakota to investigate the 
work of agricultural instruction as 
carried on py the U.S. government. 


Mr. Geo. A. Merrick, of Winnipeg, has | 


sent us their report, showing the re- 
sult of their investigation, which is as 
follows: 

Dear Sir,--The members of the 
committee selected to visit North 
Dakota and investigate at first hand 
the results of the Field Agent System 
of agriculturi! instruction, report: 

The aim of your corimittee was to 
obtain as. much information as pos- 
sible from the farmers themselves 
in districts where the system is in 
operation, and through the courtesy 
of Mr. Thomas Cooper, director of the 
North Dakota “Agricultural ‘Wxperi- 
ment Station, and Mr. F. R. Crane, 
agricultural commissioner of the Great 
Northern Railway, we were enabled 
to spend three whole days motoring 
and interviewing farmers in the coun- 
try tributary to Valley City, in the 
eastern part of the state; Minot in 
the North Central District; Williston, 
near the western boundary; and 4 
half 
journey, in the Grand Forks district. 
We were also afforded an opportunity 
at cach place to discuss with numerous 
bankers and business men the ques; 
tion of the results being accomplish- 
ed, and no effort was spared to make 
the investigation a thorough one, 

It is our unanimous opinion that the 
better farming campaign being con- 
ducted in North Dakota is proving 
successful in a remarkable degree, 
and is rapidly creating conditions 
which will ensure an enormous en- 
hancement of the prosperity of the 
state, as. well.as contribute to. a mat- 
erial improvement of the social condi- 
tions of,farm life, From an investiga- 
tion of the” cost of the work we con- 
clude that the expenditures thereon 
will be: «returned a_ hundredfold 
through inerease of agricultural yro- 
ducts. 

We are further of the opinion that 
the experience of North Dakota, con- 
sidered in conjunction with the his- 
tory of agricultural progress in other 
parts 6f"North “America, serves to cs- 
tablish conclusively that the attain- 
ment of a thoroughly satisfactory de- 
velopment of the agricultural indus- 
try of a new country requires that 
there shall exist—as auxiliary to the 
departments of agricultural and ex- 
perimental farms—an efficiently 0-- 
ganized staff of field men to carry in 


formation to the farmers on their 
own farms, 
As a natural consequence of the 


unparalleled rapidity of the seitle- 
ment of Western-Canada in the last 
few years we have admittedly an un- 
usually large percentage of settlers 
whose knowledge of farming is slight, 
and it ig therefore an abvious deduc- 
tion that the result; which could be 
looked for from an efficient organiza- 
tion of field men would be proportion- 
ately greater here than in North Da- 
kota. 

The necessity for an organized 
movement to increase largely agricul 
tural production in the prairie prov- 
inces by greater efficiency of farming 
methods is now widely recesgnized, 
aud we cannot urge too strongly that 
steps be taken without deiny to in- 
augurate the Field Agen: System 
here, as the most effective means of 
accomplishing the desire.. 2nd. 

We think it well to add that in our 
opinion a movement alony the lines 
recommended, in order to be preduc- 
tive of the maximum gved, should 
take the form of a combination of 
the Farmers’ Association., and the 
more important husiness interests to 
co-operate with the dépariment” of 
agriculture. We afe not losing sight 
of the fact that’ the department of 
agriculture in ali three of our prairie 
provinees are already..do\e excellent 
extension work. ‘hey are, however, 
somewhat hampered by lack of 
funds, and it is our conviction that 
the organization of a Field Agent 
System should be set on foot on a 
scale sufficient to demonstrate effec- 
tively its, value with the least possible 
lors of time, 

We attach a draft covering our sug- 
gestions for the organization of an 
Association of Farming and Business,

Perhaps your girl is 
tired, so tried, of ‘‘ying to raake an 
honest living, working for people who 
jhave no personal interest in her wel- 
tare. Offer her a partnership. Give 
‘her a ten-dollar-a-month-and-board 
{chance to live with those she loves 
/best and then plan a poultry or dairy 
or bee campaign to get the money 
| back. 
“If you Lave no boy or girl to bring 
| back, just stop to think of some neigh- 
bor'’s child whuse parents are perhaps 
dead. Write to such a one, and I am 
greatly mistaken if you will not find 
lsuch a response as you never antici- 
| pated.

An Aeroplane 
Gave Warnirg 


Turned German Army From Its Dash 
on Paris and Changed Whole 
Line of Battle 
An aeroplane scouting flight which 
made history has come to light, many 
months after it took place, The re- 
port of the two aviators making the 
flight turned Gen, von Kluck’s col- 
umn toward the south from its dash 
on Paris in August and changed th 
whole line of battle in the west. 

A striking feature of the fight, 
moreover, was that its course did not 
follow orders, but was determined 
{upon the initiative of the flyers. The 
story of the flight, taken from a 
German magazine, devoted to aero- 
| nautics, follows: 
| “It happened on the occasion of our 
‘dash on Paris. The inhabitants of 
the “city of light’ received a daily 
| Visit from German aviators. The 
latter were accustome. to drop 4 
|couple of bombs every day, but their 
| visit here was not the object of their 
| program. The chief thing was to 
| keep watch of the movements of the 
| Paris reserve army. This army had 
marched up with {its front toward a 


; east and one day an aeroplane went 
| Up to observe it again, 
| “The aviators were struck with the 


uncertain movements of the oppon- 


| ents of a German corps, who appear- 
ed to be having a trifling conflict with 
troops further north. Upon their own 
responsibility the aviators changed 
their course and flew off to the north. 

“They flew and flew, for what they 
saw was well worth closer observa- 
tion. Then they speeded back to head- 
quarters and announced that a hostile 
army was marching upon von Kluck’s 
flank. d 

“Nobody would believe it at first. 
Cavalry patrols had brought no news 
to indicate such a movement. But 
nevertheless it was true. 

“The report resulted in the known 
new disposition of the German posi- 
tion in’ the west, and in the confer- 
ring of the Iron Cross of the first 
class upon the pilot and the officer ob- 
server. 

The two men referred to are both 
first lieutenants. They but recently 
carried out an important flight over 
Warsaw.

Reports 
that Germany {s running short of shot 
and shell are persistent, and are I!kely 
enough to be true, and it is notorious 
that Germany is making frantic ef- 
forts to secure supplies of metal by 
any means and at any price. 

There is also plenty of evidence 
that Krupp-manufactured munitions 
are by no means so superior as many 
people had been led to believe, and 
we know, too, that the “colossus of 
armament firms” has been mixed up 
in scandals, bribery, and corruption. 
Germany has been very proud of its 
Krupp’s and has had unbounded con- 
fidence in the huge Essen factory. In 
the supreme test now being applied 
Krupp’s may fail the fatherland. 


Founded at Essen 102 years ago as | 


a factory for the production of “Kng- 
lish cast steel,” and employing only 
seventy workmen in 1848, this com- 
pany now employs 70,000, of whom 
38,000 are in the Essen steel works 
alone. The -great Mannesmann iron 
and steel works at Dusseldorf, capital- 
ized at $5,000,000 has been absorbed 
into the Essen concern, bringing the 
comuined stare and loan capital of 
Krupp’s up to $71,500,000.

Production of Cows 


Some Will be Found to be Much More 
Profitable Than Others—Test 
Will Tell 
The Dominion department of agri- 
culture, dairy division, Ottawa, issues 
the following bulletin, under the head- 

ing of “Economical Machines.” 

“Has it impressed itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm 
crops in the form of milk through the 
medium of cows’ manufacturing ap- 
paratus, that possibly some of this ant- 
mated machinery needs overhauling 
and closely examining? A new mach- 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a manufacturer its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if your cows were regarded in this 
light, some might be found to be very 
economical producers, and possibly 
the less said about the capacity of 
others the better, 


“Some cow testing figures given to! 


the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers prove that some herds of 
cows produce milk at a feed cost of 
$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by 
are other herds whose average 
cost of production is only 80 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows in the same herd the 
cost of feed per pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to yary as much as 
from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly.
